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Mum of miracle twins 
praises L&D hospital

THE mother of a set of miracle 
premature twins has spoken for the 
first time about her experience and 
thanked hospital staff who she says 
‘saved’ the lives of her babies. 

Kayleigh Darby, 27, from Round 
Green, gave birth to Caitlin and Daniel 
at just 23 weeks and six days. 

Doctors at the Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital told Kayleigh and her hus¬ 
band Thomas, 33, the twins had only a 
ten per cent chance of surviving. 

They were seriously ill for a long time 
after being born on November 9 last 
year and had to be moved to a hospital 
in Cambridge in February but were 
finally discharged on March 19. They 
are now happy and healthy at home. 

Kayleigh said: “Initially it was awful 
and it was a really difficult time but it’s 
now in the past. 

“We are so thankful to the L&D staff 
and for what they did to save our 
babies. 

“They were just an incredible team 
and I can never praise them enough. 

“We were given a ten per cent chance 
of bringing the twins home because it 
rarely happens that they both come 
after a premature birth. 

“The twins are doing brilliantly now. 
They are rolling around all over the 
place and are eating us out of house 
and home.” 

She added: “They made it through 
because of what they’re made of but 
they wouldn’t have been able to make 
it without the help of the L&D staff. 

“The hospital will always be a special 
place for us.”

Rehab centre 
is targeted by 
arsonists in 
night attack 

A DRUG and alcohol 
rehabilitation centre has 
been left with ‘extensive 
damage’ after an attack by 
arsonists. 

The Perry Clayman 
Project (PCP) which is 
based in Hastings Street, 
Luton, became the target 
of arsonists who set one of 
the rear buildings alight 
on Saturday, August 10 at 
around 11.45pm. 

The blaze has caused 
severe damage to the 
building, which consists of 
treatment rooms, class¬ 
rooms, a social area and a 
staff room, but luckily 
nobody was injured. 

One man has been 
arrested and charged in 
relation to this incident. 
Detective Constable Colin 
Knight, who is investigat¬ 
ing the attack, is keen to 
hear from anyone who was 
in Hastings Street at the 
time of the incident and 
may have seen anything 
suspicious. 

He said: “Thankfully no 
one has been harmed as a 
result of this attack but 
things could have been 
very different if the 
building had been in use. 

“We need to catch the 
person or persons who 
committed this offence as 
soon as possible and stop 
any further serious 
incidents from occurring.

Men appear in 
over rival sect

THREE Muslim protestors from 
Luton accused of attacking 
members of a rival Islamic sect 
during a demonstration about 
the conflict in Syria have 
appeared in court. 

Mohammed Ishtiaq Alamgir 
(also known as Sayful Islam), 34, 
of Kenilworth Road, Mohan 
Uddin, 35, of Trinity Road and 
Kamran Khan, 28, of Wodecroft 
Road stood at Westminster 
Magistrates Court on Thursday 
accused of being at the centre of 
a mass brawl in central London’s 
Edgware Road. 

Violent clashes broke out 
during an anti-Shia protest led 
by hate preacher Anjem 
Choudary on May 10, with at 
least one man being left in need 
of hospital treatment. 


TWELVE men have been charged 
with public order offences 
following disorder which took 
place on the day of Luton Town’s 
FA Cup tie against Millwall. 

Prior to kick-off at Kenilworth 
Road on Saturday, February 16, 
there had been a stand-off 
between police and a minority of 
fans in the Dudley Street area of 
the town. 

After the game a number of 
incidents took place in the town 
centre. 

The following appeared before 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, and will make their 
next appearance at the same 
court on Wednesday, August 28: 

Christopher Fowler, 36, of 
Chantry Avenue, Kempston - 
charged with affray 

Benjamin Currington, 25, of 
Clifton Road, Shefford - charged 
with affray 

Liam Jones, 26, of Chapel Street, 
Luton - charged with Section 5 
Public Order and being drunk 
and disorderly 

Nicky Sanders, 21, of 
Whipperley Way, Luton - charged 


The trio were joined by Mirza 
Ali, 38, of Lambkins Mews, 
London and Jordan Horner, 19, of 
Radbourne Crescent, who are 
also accused of violent disorder 
and affray over the incident. 

The court heard the demon¬ 
stration turned ugly when a war 
of words broke out between the 
protestors and members of the 
local community 
Prosecutor Darren Watts said: 
“A protest took place on the 
Edgware Road by males affiliat¬ 
ed to a group called ALM. The 
protest was initially about the 
conflict in Syria, but in Edgware 
Road a number of males directed 
abuse towards the predominant¬ 
ly Shi’ite Muslim community. 

“Demonstrators then attacked 
two members of the public. 

“Those members of the public 
were beaten to the floor, kicked 
and beaten with placards made

Mr Watts said one of the victims 
suffered bruising on his face and 
body, as well as a head wound 
which required stitches. 

He added: “Quite clearly the 
Crown say these matters are not 
suitable for summary trial.” 

All five have indicated they will 
plead not guilty but no formal 
pleas have been entered yet. 

They were freed on bail on the 
condition they do not attend any 
political or religious demonstra¬ 
tions and are not allowed to leave 
the UK. 

They are also banned from con¬ 
tacting each other, Mr Choudary, 
or another eight named individ¬ 
uals linked to the demonstration 
and the radical Muslim groups 
behind it. 

The next hearing for the case 
will be on August 28 at Southwark 
Crown Court.

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Anger as Luton second 
in survey of ugly towns

LUTON has been voted as the second 
ugliest town in Britain, after a 
nationwide poll. 

The town came second only to 
nearby Hemel Hempstead in the poll 
conducted by the writers of the con¬ 
troversial ‘Crap Towns Returns’ 
book and website. 

More than 3,000 people took part in 
the survey, with Luton receiving 592 
votes, compared to Hemel’s 785. 

It is the another blow for the town,

which received the dubious honour of 
the number one worst place to live in 
the Crap Towns book which was pub¬ 
lished in 2004. 

But council leader Hazel Simmons 
has hit back at the poll, stating that 
‘someone hasn’t done their home¬ 
work properly’. 

After hearing the results, she said: 
“What a silly survey! 

“Luton is a fine town with a mixture 
of old and new buildings surrounded 
by the beautiful Chiltern hills. 

“Seven of our parks have just 
received Green Flag awards, which 
means they are among the best in the 
whole country. 

“Clearly someone hasn’t done their 
homework properly! ” 

As the debate raged on our Twitter 
page, councillor Sian Timoney said: 
“It’s no uglier than any town of its size 


and age. There is always going to be a 
mix of old/new”, with resident fulia 
Wright adding: “Luton town itself is 
not ugly, but the things some people 
do in it are ugly!” 

However, there were those who 
thought the dubious accolade was 
warranted, with the ‘dull and grey 
buildings’ and ‘construction work on 
green spaces’ cited as the reasons. 

Michaela Comb, who contacted LoS 
via our Facebook page, said: “It’s a 
shame really - when you look closely 
there are some beautiful buildings - 
but the local authority don’t have a 
plan beyond letting developers do 


what they want.”

Green light for new school plans 


PLANNING permission for a new 
840-capacity primary school has been 
granted following a council meeting 
earlier this week. 

River Bank Primary School will be 
built on the site of the former Wardown 
Swimming and Leisure Centre in Bath 
Road. 

In September the facility, which is an 
Active Education Academy Trust Free 
School, will initially open a temporary 


facility for reception year pupils aged 
four to five years-old which will 
provide 120 places whilst work 
continues on the main site. 

Further year groups will then be 
added each year and by 2018 the 
school will have the capacity to 
accommodate 840 pupils. 

During the meeting on Wednesday 
concerns about possible traffic issues 
from having a temporary facility were 


raised after residents in a sheltered 
accommodation site in Abigail Close 
feared they would be affected. 

But officers said traffic management 
measures outside the temporary site 
would be put in place to help ease the 
traffic flow. 

A head teacher for the school, John 
Wrigglesworth, has already been 
appointed. He said he was ‘delighted’ 
to be taking up the position.

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Luton votes the 
most expensive

MORE money was spent on gaining votes in 
Luton South than elsewhere in the country at 
the last general election, a study has shown. 

A report by the Electoral Reform Society 
(ERS) shows that £3.07 per vote was spent by 
political parties during the 2010 election. 

Total votes were 42,216, with £129,687 spent 
by the 12 candidates that were vying for the 
seat eventually won by Labour MP Gavin 
Shuker. In comparison, the seat with the least 
money spent was Bootle, in Merseyside, which 
came in at 14p per vote. 

Luton North had an expenditure of 69p per 
vote, with total votes at £43,018 and party 
spending at £29,836. 

Figures from the Electoral Commission 
showed that total spend by all the parties 
campaigning in England was £25.8million. 

Katie Ghose, chief executive at the ERS, said 
the study showed that elections had become a 
‘postcode lottery’. 

She added: “The fact that voters in Bootle are 
valued 22 times less than those in Luton South 
shows that all votes are not created equal after 
all. If you live in a marginal seat, then parties 
will spend money trying to attract your vote. 

“But if you live in a safe seat - as so many 


people do - then you will be all but ignored. 
Our report shows that where parties tighten 
their belts, people will be much less likely to 
vote. 

“In other words, the massive inequality in 
how much people’s votes are valued is turning 
people away from politics.” 

But her claims were disputed by Francis 
Steer, who was the Labour Party election agent 
in both Luton seats in 2010.

He said: “I don’t really know what point the 
Electoral Reform Society is making - I would 
be surprised if in a battle with a record num¬ 
ber of candidates the spend per electorate 
wasn’t the highest. The Electoral Reform 
Society is a pressure group for proportional 
representation in the UK. 

“We had a referendum on changing the vot¬ 
ing system in May 2011, pushed for by the Lib 
Dems in government, and the result was that 
only 32 per cent of the people who voted 
thought we should move to a different voting 
system. The Electoral Reform Society have had 
their referendum - they should now accept the 
democratic result.” 



Fly-tipping is a ‘nightmare’ 


A RESIDENT has called on the council to 
get tougher on fly-tipping after more 
rubbish was dumped outside a set of 
abandoned garages. 

The rubbish on Curzon Road was 
discovered by Forid Chowdhury who 
said it had become a ‘nightmare’ for 
residents in the area and called for Luton 
council to be more stringent. 

His calls come just weeks after another 
resident in the Biscot ward complained 
about fly-tipping. 

A council spokeswoman said the 
authority prosecuted fly-tippers when it 
could, but it also urged residents to 
dispose of unwanted items correctly. 

She added: “The dumped rubbish at 
Curzon Road is on private property, 
therefore we will visit the location and if 
it is deemed a health and safety hazard, 
the waste will be removed. We will also 
investigate whether enforcement action 
is required.”

Fraud duo told to 
pay back £243k

THE last two defendants in a 
‘crash for cash' investigation 
into car insurance fraud 
have been ordered to re-pay 
£243,119. 

Kamsan ‘Kimmy’ 

Mahmood, aged 44, of 
Lincoln Road, Luton and 
Istafa Hussain, 36, of Lincoln 
Road, Luton, appeared at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Tuesday, August 12, and were 
ordered to pay £192,000 and 
£51,119 respectively. 


The men are currently serv¬ 
ing jail terms having been 
sentenced to five years 
(Mahmood - four and a half 
years for the conspiracy and 6 
six months for a previously 
tried indictment of mortgage 
fraud) and four and a half 
years (Istafa) having been 
found guilty of conspiracy to 
defraud in September 2011. 

Their imprisonment fol¬ 
lowed a seven-year investiga¬ 
tion by Bedfordshire Police 
into insurance fraud code- 
named Operation Exhort. 

The investigation gained 


information about a criminal 
syndicate that organised a 
car insurance scam by stag¬ 
ing road collisions and then 
submitting false insurance 
claims. 37 defendants have 
been brought to justice. 

After the hearing, Detective 
Chief Inspector Shane 
Roberts said: “It is inconceiv¬ 
able that criminals can leave 
the justice system in posses¬ 
sion of money acquired 
through offending. No matter 
where your assets are, we will 
pursue you until the money is 
repaid.”

Parkinson’s disease 
is ‘closer’ to a cure

PARKINSON’S disease is ‘one 
step closer to a cure’ thanks 
to stem cell research at the 
University of Bedfordshire. 

Scientists are now able to 
identify the contribution of 
different elements inside a 
single brain cell which are 
responsible for the develop¬ 
ment of Parkinson’s disease. 

Dr Bushra Ahmed and a 
team of research students 
identified that Parkinson’s 


sufferers’ brain cells (neu¬ 
rons) are dying. 

This is because the neurons 
in the brain’s control region 
cannot detoxify the harmful 
substances produced during 
metabolic reactions. 

The next step is to take the 
giant leap into protecting a 
cell from death which may 
ultimately lead to discovering 
a cure. 

Dr Ahmed said: “My aim 
was to identify what specific 
elements inside the cell are 
responsible for cell death. 

“What we have found far 


exceeded expectations in 
terms of firmly identifying 
the key factors in the causes 
of Parkinson’s disease. 

“This research is undoubt¬ 
edly a great leap forward in 
the race for a cure.” 

Using the current research 
Dr Ahmed hopes to uncover 
methods of preventing this 
damaging process from 
occurring, which will lead to 
the ability of minimising the 
deterioration seen in the 
brains of Parkinson’s suffers, 
and preventing symptoms 
from manifesting.

SIR - Last Thursday I 
was advised of the deci¬ 
sion taken the evening 
before at the 
Emergency General 
Meeting of the South 
Beds Dial-a-Ride 
(SBDAR) trustees to ter¬ 
minate services to 
Luton residents from 
Monday, effectively giv¬ 
ing the council just two 
working days notice. 

I am appalled by the 
way the trustees dealt 
with this matter. 

To give such a short 
and clearly unworkable 
notice period of the ser¬ 
vice terminating, which 
is seriously affecting 
some of the most vul¬ 
nerable and isolated 
people of the town, 
frankly beggars belief. 

To me, what makes it 
even more surprising is 
that this approach has 
been adopted by a 
charitable organisation 
which in theory has the 
best interests of vulner¬ 
able people as the rea¬ 
son for its existence. 

I would have expected 
a more considered 
approach to have been 
adopted. 

I am advised that 


SBDAR has been trading 
on a financial deficit 
basis for some time. 

However, if concerns 
about the financial via¬ 
bility of the service had 
been communicated to 
this authority earlier, 
perhaps we could have 
entered into some dia¬ 
logue to seek a solution. 

I completely under¬ 
stand that the financial 


situation needs to be 
addressed. 

However, when it is 
considered that during 
the current financial 
year a combination of 
funding direct from the 
council and a donation 
from London Luton 
Airport Ltd amounted in 
total to around 
£130,000 for the Luton 
scheme, I consider that 


the trustees should 
have been able to have 
given some notice peri¬ 
od which could have 
offered us a chance to 
introduce some robust 
interim arrangements, 
either with SBDAR or 
via another provider. 

I know that a recent 
decision of the council’s 
Executive for 2014/15 
would have put addi¬ 


tional financial pressure 
on SBDAR but at least 
that was giving the 
trustees 12 months 
notice of this change. 

Officers are working 
hard with Shopmobility 
who have risen to the 
challenge of ensuring 
that the best possible 
interim service is in 
place. We are also 
grateful for very practi¬ 
cal support being pro¬ 
vided by Age Concern. 

Customers of SBDAR 
who had booked a 
journey, or who now 
need to, should contact 
Shopmobility on 01582 
738936. 

We are understandably 
focusing on vulnerable 
customers receiving 
care packages, and we 
apologise if other trans¬ 
port needs cannot be 
met in the short term. 

All clients using the 
service should be in 
possession of a conces¬ 
sionary bus pass, and 
customers who are able 
to access general bus 
services can of course 
continue to use their 
passes.

Where there’s a Will there’s a 
way for fans of Shakespeare 
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Disney’s Lone Ranger movie 
is just a big disappointment 



FILM REVIEW 

Lone Ranger [12A] 

Directed by Gore Verbinski 


TEN years ago A-list Hollywood 
star Johnny Depp, legendary pro¬ 
ducer Jerry Bruckheimer and 
highly-acclaimed director Gore 
Verbinski were the golden boys at 
Disney - after turning a theme 
park ride called Pirates of the 
Caribbean into an unprecedented 
worldwide box-office smash. 

But sadly lightning hasn’t struck 
twice for the trio - with this 
modern incarnation of the much¬ 
loved (in the States anyway) TV 
series proving to be nothing short 
of a box-office disaster. 

Depp quite obviously felt he could 
put the same unique twist on native 
American sidekick Tonto as he did 
with his much-lauded first Keith 
Richards-inspired turn as Jack 
Sparrow - but he alone can’t carry a 
movie that is misfiring in every 
department. 

Armie Hammer shone in The 
Social Network, but is surprisingly 
unheroic (and generally quite 
annoying) as the title character, 
John ‘Lone Ranger’ Reid, with the 
usually dominating presences of 
Tom Wilkinson (as corporate fat cat 
Cole), William Fichtner (as escaped 
outlaw Butch Cavendish) and 
Helena Bonham Carter (in one of 
her most pointless roles to date as 
brothel Madam Red Harrington), 
struggling to ignite a by-the-num- 
bers plot. 

Even the expensive action set- 
pieces fail to be memorable (par¬ 
ticularly the finale when the 


famous Lone Ranger theme tune 
hits), and - bar the odd fleeting 
comedic moment from Depp - this 
is surprisingly quite a humourless 
affair. 

The film’s 1859-set Western story 
being recounted by an old Tonto to 
a young Lone Ranger fan in the 


1930s simply doesn’t work either, 
and stops what little entertainment 
momentum it has - which usually 
comes from Hammer and Depp’s 
passable on-screen chemistry. 

But this is simply not a very good 
movie and undoubtedly the biggest 
disappointment of the summer. 


And for three of the biggest names 
in Hollywood at their respective 
jobs to provide such an expensive 
misfire is quite staggering.

Milton Keynes Theatre 


PHEW! I have been into battle, faced the 
enemy and lived to tell the tale. 

Watching three Shakespeare plays, back to 
back at Milton Keynes Theatre, is not an 
endeavour to be undertaken lightly. 

Watching three little known histories 
written, not only by him but also by an 
assorted bunch of fellow, 16th century play¬ 
wrights should be embarked upon with even 
more trepidation. 

Starting at 12.30pm on August 10, 
Shakespeare’s Globe Theatre performed all 
three plays in the Henry VI trilogy. They’re not 
done like that very often. Come to that, 
they’re not done as standalone single plays 
very often either. And sadly, that’s because 
they’re not that good. 

Harry the Sixth, first up on the day, 
introduces young Henry, a bookish lad who, 
through the course of the three plays, runs 
the whole gamut of characterisation, from 
wimp to wuss with a streak of pacifism for 
good measure. 

But no matter how hard Henry tries to make 
everyone be friends, the mood of the time 
was vengeful, vicious and violent. 

The battles fought over whose unfortunate 
head should wear the crown were some of the 
bloodiest ever and the plays morph into one 
long loud battle scene. Heads regularly rolled 
across the stage; actors shouted their way 
through acres of verse and I longed for just a 
little light and shade in the interpretation - oh, 
and a few laughs.

Whichever five-door hatchback or 
estate ‘Touring Sports’ variant you 
choose with whichever mainstream 
engine - 1.33 or 1.6-litre petrol, 1.4-litre 
D-4D diesel or 1.8-litre petrol/electric 
Hybrid - it’ll come reasonably equipped. 
The big news here is that when it comes 
to ride and handing, this Toyota is now 
as good - and in most cases better - 
than just about everything else in this 
closely-fought market segment. The 
reasons why are really down to three 
things. Taking out weight. Stiffening the 
bodyshell. And lowering the centre of 


gravity. All key elements in improving 
handling, high speed stability and, as 
it happens, this model’s traditionally 
strong attribute, ride comfort. 

If you’re familiar with the look of the 
first generation Auris, then you won’t 
be expecting what Toyota has served 
up with this MK2 model. The old car 
wasn’t a bad looker, just a little bit 
anonymous. This time round though, 
it’s as if everything has been sharpened 
and optimised to offer the much more 
extrovert design statement that Toyota 
calls its ‘Keen Look’. 

Despite an overall length increase 
of 30mm,Toyota is proud of the fact 
that this remains one of the most 
compact cars in the family hatchback 
class. Fortunately, some very design 
has ensured that you don’t notice the 
slightly smaller dimensions. Take the 
reduced roof height, disguised by the 
way that the roof gently bulges over the 
passenger’s heads.

WITH twelve minutes to play, home fans' 
cries of “what a load of rubbish'' reverberat¬ 
ed around a despondent Kenilworth Road 
and in truth it told the story of a lacklustre 
Hatters display.

Town have now picked 
up four points from their 
opening three Skrill 
Premier Division games 
and despite admitting his 
disappointment at not 
capturing all three points, 
Still insists there is no 
need to panic. 

“I told the football club 


when I arrived that if 
they wanted a quick fix I 
am not the man,” said the 
Hatters boss. 

“Luton have had a lot of 
good managers here 
before me and it has not 
happened. There was 
nothing wrong with the 
quality of those managers 
though but for whatever 
reason it did not happen. 

“There were a lot of dis¬ 
appointing aspects today 
for sure. I do not think we 
got the ball into the box 
enough at key times and 
for most of the game there 
was not enough purpose 
to our play. We all know 
the only way we are going 
to turn it around is by 
working hard though.” 

Despite Guttridge’s last- 
gasp leveller, loud por¬ 
tions of the crowd showed 
their displeasure at the 
final whistle but Still is 
unperturbed by the boos. 

“I do not worry about 
that,” said Still. 

“I understand the level of 


expectation at this club 
because if I did not I would 
not be here. When the 
crowd is agitated it some¬ 
times happens but I am 
building a team that 
should know how to deal 
with it so for me it is not a 
problem. 

“I know we were fortu¬ 
nate today but that is foot¬ 
ball. We might not be so 
lucky next week.” 

The Hatters now have a 
week to recuperate before 
a potentially enthralling 
trip to fellow promotion 
favourites Forest Green. 

“I think it is a good 
opportunity to just sit 
down and analyse things,” 
said Still. 

“You do not always get 
the opportunity to do that 
when the games come 
Saturday, Tuesday, 
Saturday, Tuesday so I 
think that will benefit us. 

“We need to take stock of 
the past week and look for 
the positives and also sort 
out the negatives.”
